into red-ink deficits, has called 
for a tax on leaded gasoline to 
raise $1.6 billion a year more in 
government funds and fight pol- 
lution. 


Other revenue increases to 


balance the budget will not be 
sought, 
said Budget Director 


Robert P. Mayo, because higher 
taxes "would be inappropriate 
when we have an increase in un- 
employment." 


A n o t h e r 


spokesman told 
nessmen to forget about wage 
and price controls as a means of 
halting continuing inflation, 


The 
announcements 
were 


made Tuesday as the adminis- 
tration sought to reassure inves- 
tors and businessmen they can 
count on "a new steadiness of 
progress." 


Nixon, who said in February a 


balanfted budget was crucial to 
control inflation, said declining 
revenues 
and rising 
federal 


costs'would result in a $1.8 bil- 
lion Deficit in the 1970 fiscal 
year Coding June 30 and a $1.3 
billion deficit for fiscal 1971. 


Nixon had predicted a $1.5 bil- 


lion surplus for the current fis- 
cal year and a $1.3 billion sur- 
plus for the following fiscal 
year. 


Sagging

1970 deficit.

said his enemies had speculated 
that he was seeking an incident 
such as the fishermen kid nap- 
ings or recent exile guerrilla 
landings on which to blame sug- 
ar difficulties.

Embassy: "If the goal is not 
reached, wo will 
have

things, a moral defeat without a 
doubt, and we will liave to find 
among ourselves the blame and 
study with courage the causes." 


Seated with Castro on a plat- 


form set up atop two trucks 
were the fishermen, just flown 
to Cuba from the Bahamas. 
They had been stranded on tiny 
William Island there after their 
capture in Cuban waters more 
than a week ago. 


Alpha 66, an anti-Castro or- 


ganization, 
held them hostage 


for some Alpha 66 men held 
captive

Cuba, but re- 


leased 
them 
after 
Castro 


spurned any exchange and the 
U.S.

"When 
he made the decision to invade 
Cambodia,

UN Rebuke

Israel has rejected a U.N. Se- 


curity Council condemnation of 
its biggest raid yet into Leba- 
non, 
saying it will continue to 


retaliate against Arab attacks. 


The council approved a reso- 


lution Tuesday night sharply re- 
buking Israel 
for the attack 


May 12 on Arab guerrilla bases 
in the foothills of Mt. Hernnn. 
The Israelis said they killed 30 
guerrillas and captured 15 in the 
32-hour operation. 


The resolution, declaring that 


such attacks could "no longer 
be tolerated," wa approved 11- 
0. The United States, Colombia, 
Nicaragua and Sierra Leone ab- 
stained. 


It was the council's eighth 


warning to Israel since March 
19G8. 
The resolution said Israel 


had carried out "a premeditat- 
ed military action in violation of 
its obligations" under the U.N. 
Charter and that the council 
be tolerated," was approved 11- 
0. The United States, Colombia, 
Nicaragua and Sierra Leone ab- 
stained. 


It was the council's eighth 


warning to Israel since March

Coach Ray Nagel of his duties, 
both effective June 30. 


Prof. Sam Fahr, board chair- 


man, 
said a search already has 


been started for a successor to 
Evashevski. He made no men- 
tion of finding a successor to 
Nagel. Presumably that would 
be left up the new athletic di- 
rector. 


Nagel, however, said lie could 


not accept the decision of the 
board, 


"It is my basic position,'' he 


f said, "that I have a valid and 
binding contract as head foot- 
ball coach at Iowa until Dec. 31, 
1970, 
and I expect to carry out 


this contract." 


Nagel lias scheduled a press 


conference for 2 p.m. today at 
the Iowa fieldliouse. 


The board said it tookitsdeci- 


sion with reluctance and praised 
both men. 


Evashevski, 52, came to Iowa 


in 1952 and boosted the Hawk- 
eyes to a national football pow- 
erhouse. 


His record as a coach from 


1952-1900 was 52-27-1, best in 
Iowa history. His 1957 and 1959 
teams won Hose Bowl cham- 
pionships. 


Nagel came to Iowa from the 


University of Utah in 1966. His 
teams in four years have had a 
13-26-1 record, but he has just 
come off two 5-5 seasons and 
had high hopes for the coming 
year. 


Dissension simmered through 


the football season last fall, and 
erupted after the last game with 
the firing of Gary Grouwinkel, a 
close friend of Evashevski and 


Ngel's No. 1 quarterback, 


Larry Lawrence, and No. 2 full- 
back, Tom Smith, quit the uni- 
versity as a result of the row 
and went to the University of 
Miami, Fla. 


Another dimension was added 


to the fuss recently with the dis- 
closure that alleged irregulari- 
ties in the expense accounts of 
some athletic d e p a r t m e n t 
coaches were under investiga- 
tion. 


Fahr announced that as far as 


other members of the coaching 
staff are concerned, no action is 
being taken pending "further 
consultation with the attorney 
general," of Iowa about the al- 
leged irregularities.

those Mondays," 
Bob Menne 


ruefully admitted after he'd lost 
in a playoff to Lee Trevino for 
the title and the $40,000 first 
prize for this year's National 
Airlines Open. "But," he contin- 
ued, "You can't buy your way 
out here." 


To understand the problems 


of the pro golf tour—and it has 
problems despite this era of 
vastly increasing purses and 
prize money—it is necessary to 
investigate some of the inner 
workings, some of the mechan- 
ics and systems whereby play- 
ers become eligible to compete 
in the lucrative events. 


Mondays play a key part. 
It's on Monday that the so- 


called "rabbits" have to tee it 
up in an attempt to qualify for a 
spot in the field for the tourna- 
ment proper. 


One bad shot and it's all over. 


They've lost their chance to 
play for 
another 
week. Ask 


them what they shot and they'll 
reply: "Down the Road." That's 
down the road to the next tour- 
nament 
and another Monday 


and another attempt to join the 
ranks of the money makers. 


Most of the players generally 


known to the public are exempt 
from qualifying one way or an- 
other. 


Invitational tournaments and 


certain other events, such as the 
Masters 
and the U.S. Open, 


have their own formats for qual- 
ifications 
and exemptions and 


do not necessarily follow the 
same system. 


The normal open tournament 


has a field of 144. After two 
rounds the field is cut to the low 
70 scorers and ties for the 70th 
position. All who finish that 
tournament—all who make the 
cut—are eligible for the next 
regular tour event. 


All former U.S. Open and 


PGA champions have lifetime 
exemptions. 
: 


All tournament winners of the 


last 12 months are exempt, 


Members of the current Ry- 


der Cup team are exempt. 


The top 60 money winners for 


the last calendar year are ex- 
empt. (A point system has been 
instituted this year to replace 
the money list as a method of 
determining 
exemptions.) 


All former champions of that 


particular event are exempt. 
That is, all former champions of 
the Memphis Open have a life- 
time exemption to the Memphis 
Open. 


The top 25 finishers in that 


tournament from the previous 
year are exempt. 


And the top money winners 


from the last five years are ex- 
empt. 


That usually adds up to about 


120 or 130 players for each tour- 
nament who are exempt from 
qualifying. The rest of them 
have to tee it up on Monday in 
an 18 hole qualifying event. 


With about 250-300 players on 


the tour on a regular basis, it's 
simple arithmatic to determine 
that there are about 130-180 
players 
competing 
for 15-25 


spots each Monday. 


The 15-25 players who make it 


are in. They've got a chance (1) 
to fight to make the cut at the 
end of Friday's round, then (2) 
to fight Arnold Palmer and Jack 
Nicklaus and Billy Casper and 
Gary

and the other 


giants for the money. 


The two major methods of 


gaining an exemption for the 
qualifiers are through making 
the top 60 money list or making 
the cut in the previous tourna« 
ment.

underpaid officials. The great 
disparities in assessment prac- 
tices cause some cities to pass 
up as much as 50 per cent of 
their ixjtential lake, the panel 
says. 
Most 
properties 
are 


assessed too low. 


The panel also charges-that 


too often the lax assessor is still 
a key fund-raiser in local poli- 
tics. "The power structure" re- 
lies on large property owners, 
who expect low assessments in 
return. The panel asks that 
assessment rolls be publicized, 
and assessment appeals made 
easy. "Ninety per centof today's 
homeowners mistakenly believe 
they are getting the best of a bad 
deal," it says.

The remaining 
items are be covered under sim- 
ilar regulations due to be pub- 
lished soon by the Food and 
Drug Administration. 


The FTC required that the 


savings represented in "cents 
off" labels must be legitimate 
and must amount to at least 8 
per cent. 


The regulation also restricts 


"cents off' promotions to a 
one-month duration and a maxi- 
mum of three in a 12-month pe- 
riod. 


"Tliat provision does not pro- 


vide any protection for the con- 
sumer at all," said Rosenthal.
